Haitian 
Creole has no apical trill or flap, and its r represents much the same sound 
as does LA hw (though with a lesser tendency to fall together with w). 
sj and J represent, as in Lesser Antillean, voiceless and voiced hushing 
sibilants, respectively. Voiceless and voiced palatal affricates appear to be 
nondistinctive in Haitian and are therefore represented by tsj (/t/ . . /sj/) 
and dj (/d/ . . /j/), which are to be regarded as consonant clusters. 
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
